[0034] The adhesive layer is disposed on or applied to substantially all or one 

nugor surfece 20 or 22 of the substrate 14. According to the present inyaition, the 
adhesive layer is acpplied to ti» substantwlly all of one nugor surface 20 or 22 of the 
substrate 14 between the side edges 16 and 18. 

[0037] As shown in Fig. 1, the tape 10 is wound into a continuous roll about a 

core or ia a coxeless fashion. An interior bore f & 21 is fonned in the roll 10 for the 
corei if used, and/or for receiving a rotatable handle element as described hereafter 
and shown m Figs.. 13 and 14. 

[OOAX] The pull tab 30 can be formed in a number of different ways, each
